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New  Geogruphy 

Some  surprising  things  an*  commencing  to 
appear  from  the  advent  of  the  air  age.  An 
axperimental  United  States  air  detachment 
operating  out  of  Alaska  asserted  that  it  found 
evidence  of  three  "north  poles."  that  is 
three  foci  of  magnetic  attraction  in  place  of 
one.  Improvement  in  air  navigational  aids, 
cartography  and  in  many  othey  directions  is 
adding  immeasurably  to  men’s  knowledge 
of  the  known  world.  From  it  all  it  emerging 
■lowly  what  amounts  to  a new  geography,  in 
which  the  North  Polar  region  may  yet  be- 
come the  most  traveled  route  of  the  world. 

Round-the-world  flights,  save  for  demon- 
stration purposes,  are  tending  to  pass  out  of 
«xi5trnce.  The  shortest  distances  Irom  New 
York  to  Shanghai  and  from  San  Francisco 
to  Moscow,  it  has  been  pointed  out,  are  to 
be  found  straight  over  the  Arctic  Circle. 
With  relatively  slight  exception,  the  main 
continents  of  the  world  have  been  grouped 
■round  the  North  Polar  Sea  In  a flying 
age  that  has  come  to  take  on  fresh  meaning. 
Airline  distances  everywhere  are  literally 
^writing  a new  geography.  Even  if  the  world 
is  still  in  too  disturbed  a state  for  man  to 
take  full  advantage  of  that,  the  day  will 
come  when  he  will.  The  shortest  distance 
between  two  world  capitals  is  always  one 
that  will  be  traveled,  in  preference  to  a 
longer  journey.  A _ 

From  being  oceans'  "removed  from  her 
nearest  neighbors.  Canada  is  settling  down  in 
a position  near  ‘the  hub  of  the  flying  centre 
of  the  world.  Edmonton  has  long  realized 
that,  and  said  so  with  confident  faith.  Cer- 
tain it  is  that  main  world  air  routes  of  the 
future  will  traverse  this  land  in  several 
directions,  with  transpolar  crossings  a 
strongly  indicated  part  of  that.  What  the 
northern  roof  of  the  world  may  gain  in  con- 
sequence may  be  at  the  expense  of  its  southern 
extremity,  the  great  locked  continent  of  ice- 
mountains,  Antarctica.  It  is  still  terra  in- 
cognita, and  yet  the  future  may  solve  that 
conundrum  also.  Quite  literally,  we  are 
living  in  "a  new  world.” 

Community  Client 

For  the  duration  of  the  World  War.  as 
in  its  predecessor,  the  Greater  Victoria  com- 
munity maintained  the  proud  record  that  it 
reached  every  voluntary  aid  objective  it  had 
set  itself  on  behalf  of  an  understood  and 
worthwhile  cause.  The  Community  Chest 
is  in  that  category,  and  there  should  be  no 
thought  of  failure  in  raising  the  funds  to 
carry  on  such  necessary  human  services.  The 
extension  of  the  campaign  until  November 
15,  by  which  time  it  is  hoped  that  the  objec- 
tive of  $130,000  will  have  been  realized, 
affords  opportunity  to  citizens  who  have 
neglected  their  part. 

I he  Community  Chest  is  the  sensible  way 
of  supporting  the  twcnty  .odd  charitable  and 
welfare  agencies  which  have  grouped  their 
budget*  under  the  plan.  Ir  obviates  the 
ceaseless  solicitation  throughout  twelve 
months  of  the  year,  which. was  the  habit 
formerly.  It  produces  an  audited  and  known 
result  at  the  ycjr  s end.  with  value  for  every 
dollar  expended.  One  may  take  it  for  granted 
that  if  the  Community  Chest  is  asking  for 
$130,000,  that  is  the  measure  of  the  current 
need.  Nor  can  that  appeal  be  neglected. 

The  campaign  has  been  hampered  by  some 
unlocked  for  events.  I he  breakdown  in 
public  transportation  has  incommoded  the 
whole  community.  Canvasser*  sufficient  to 
cover  the  Greater  Victoria  area  were  not 
available  at  the  early  part  of  the  drive,  and 
some  additional  canvassers  are  still  needed. 
With  many  households  it  is  probably  a case 
of  waiting  to  be  asked.  1 he  contributions 
will  be  forthcoming  when  the  appeal  is  laid 
before  the  public  in  it*  own.  secure  homes. 
Many  citizens,  of  course,  have  already  con- 
tributed. ^ Others  in  a position  to  do  so 
should  act  now,  warKout  delay,  so  that  the 
campaign  itself  can  be  brought  to  a success-/ 
ful  issue  I his  is  something  that  Greater 
Victoria  must  do  for  lUcJf. 

Tlie  Spitfire 

Military  aircraft  no  less  than  warships 
have  come  to  bear  names  that  sound  with  a 
sense  of  history.  It  will  be  a long  time  in- 
deed before  former  Canadian  pilots,  for  in- 
stance. cease  to  recall  the  Mosquito,  the  Hur- 
ricane. the  Wellington,  to  mention  but  thret 
of  the  planes  which  played  so  big  a part  on 
the  Allied  side  of  the  war.  The  genius  that 
serves  the  United  Kingdom  so  well  in  giving 
appropriate  designations  to  ships  has  been 
evident  anew  in  the  names  borne  by  a large 
variety  of  aircraft.  Who  shall  say  that 
names  do  not  of  themselves  have  a vital  if 
intangible  influence  on  the  men  associated 
with  them? 

In  the  field  of  military  aircraft  one 
name  perhaps  stood  out  conspicuously  dur- 
ing the  war— the  Spitfire.  Other  planes 
held  the  fort  and  carried  the  forays  as  well, 
but  Spitfire  became  a magic  name.  It  caught 
the  imagination  and  held  it.  "Achtung 
-Spitfierrn,"  the  Luftwaffe  Airmen  would  cry 
in  warning,  one  that  „wa 4 echoed  on  every.

Now  the  Spitfire  is  to  follow  the  Hurri- 
1 cane  friTo  'rfFTVemenf  Many  revised  models 
kept  the  Spitfire  in  the  first  line  of  action 
from  its  inception  in  19  37.  It  was  a potent 
instrument  of  uar  until  the  cease  fire 
sounded.  As  a fighter,  fighter-bomber,  re- 
connaissance and  aircraft  carrier  plane  it  was 
unsurpassed.  The  introduction  of  jet  pro- 
pulsion. however,  unsuited  to  the  Spitfire 
design,  has  caused  it  to  be  superseded  for 
future  military  needs.  In  the  long  line  of 
illustrious  names  which  form  part  of  British 


ustory  the  word  opitfire  will  mean  much.

The  announcement  that  Mr.  R F.  Blandy 
will  retire  at  the  end  of  the  month  from  his 
position  As  municipal  clerk  and  treasurer  of 
Oak  Bay  is  one  of  more  than  ordinary  in- 
terest.

His  extensive  knowledge  of  municipal 
problems  has  been  widely  recognized.  His 
steady  application  to  what  might  be  con- 
sidered the  best  interests  of  his  municipality 
is  well  known.  Oak  Bay  undoubtedly  owes 
him  a debt  of  gratitude  for  devotion  to  duty. 

The  Municipality  of  Oak  Bay  is  one  that 
enjoys  a high  reputation  from  the  standpoint 
of  administration.  In  some  degree  its  con- 
tiguity to  Victoria  City  has  materially  aided 
its  welfare,  and  at  times  there  has  been  an 
unfortunate  tendency  towards  isolation  with 
respect  to  municipal  problems  common  to 
the  Greater  Victoria  area.

Eor  more  than  a quarter  of  a 
century  he  had  made  his  home  in  this  city, 
as  solicitor  in  the  claims  department  of  the 
B.C.E.R.,  where  his  even  good  temper  and 
courtesy  won  his  a host^of  friends.

Club,  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  Victoria  Golf 
Club,  in  this  city;  and  of  the  Terminal  City 
Club  and  other  organizations  in  Vancouver. 
Rowing  and  boxing  attracted  his  attention 
early  in  life,  and  his  interest  in  athletics  was 
maintained  throughout  life.  A member  of 
Alpine  organizations,  he  took  a keen  interest 
in  mountain-climbing,  and  was  an  authority 
on  Vancouver  Island  scenes.  Hu  passing,  at 
the  age  of  70,  will  leave  a sad  gap  in  the 
wide  circle  of  his  friends.  I he  sincere  con- 
dolences of  the  community  will  go  out  to 
those  who  arc  bereaved.
